Just as you enter the Augusta 
Stone Church cemetery on the right 
you will find Headmaster’s Row. The 
first stone you will see honors the 
second headmaster of AMA, Col. 
Herbert D. Deane who was with Au- 
gusta from 1921 until his retirement in 
1964. 

Col. Deane taught English and 
coached football and swimming. His 
many teams brought champions to 
Augusta. 

The next plot below the Deanes is 
the resting place of Col. J. Cyrus 
McCue, Jr. who succeeded Col. 
Deane as Headmaster in 1964 and 
held this post until 1969 when he died. 
Col. McCue was a graduate of AMA 
and the University of Virginia. At 
AMA he taught math and science and 
also coached boxing for many years. 
His team had many champions in this 
sport. 


Back in the forties Gene Kline spon- 
sored through the Bayonet an annual 
Pin-Up dance which was held until the 
late sixties. He also was the editor of 
the Bayonet in which a mythical 
character who represented the typical 
AMA cadet who continually got into 
trouble. He told how he rescued him- 
self from many unexpected difficul- 
ties. We also had with the same staff 
a cadet - who was an expert in writing 
living poetry.
